Anthropology  / Sociology 
& Art 


The  purpose  of  the  sociology  de- 
partment is  to  acquaint  students 
with  the  research  techniques  and 
the  major  theoretical  perspectives 
of  the  fields  of  Sociology  and  An- 
thropology. The  intermediate  and 
upper-level  courses  are  designed  to 
offer  students,  both  majors  and 
non-majors,  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
plore social  relations  in  the  inter- 
personal world  or  in  the  world  of 
social  institutions. 

The  Art  department  exposes  stu- 
dents to  both  technical  and  his- 
torical aspects  of  the  discipline. 
Majors  learn  the  language  of  visual 
understanding  and  how  to  inter- 


pret art.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
cultural  and  social  climate,  while 
basing  all  works  on  their  obser- 
vations of  nature.  Painting,  draw- 
ing, and  photography  are  some  of 
the  concentrations  offered. 
Through  direct  observations,  stu- 
dents are  provided  with  a context 
for  the  making  of  art  which  is  not 
only  historical,  but  also  contem- 
porary. All  students  learn  the  his- 
torical values  of  art  and  how  visual 
problems  have  been  conquered  ear- 
lier.

Communications  & 
Education 


The  goal  of  Communications 
studies  is  to  offer  a systematic 
scholarly  approach  to  the  under- 
standing of  communication  acts 
and  the  symbolic  environments 
through  which  humans  are  encul- 
turated.  Social  scientific  theories 
and  methodologies  are  used  to  an- 
alyze the  creative,  organizational 
and  commercial  forces  that  shape 
the  forms  and  contents  of  mass 
media.  Laboratory  courses  provide 
opportun  ties  to  develop  articula- 
tion skills.  A required  internship 
permits  students  to  explore  the  rel- 
evance of  their  theoretical  studies 
to  communication  practices.  The 
communication  studies  depart- 
ments of  Muhlenberg  and  Cedar 
Crest  combine  to  enhance  the  pro- 
grams of  both  schools.

On  the  morning  of  May  12,  1993,  Dr.  Ann 
Wonsiewicz  died  after  a courageous  battle  with 
cancer.  Dr.  Wonsiewicz  joined  Muhlenberg’s 
staff  in  1974.  She  served  as  head  of  the  ed- 
ucation department  from  1983,  and  was  ap- 
pointed full  professor  from  associate  professor  in 
1989.  In  1983,  she  received  the  Lindback 
Award  in  recognition  of  outstanding  teaching, 
and  last  year  she  delivered  the  honors  con- 
vocation address,  entided  “Sursum  Corda.”  She 
graduated  from  Pennsylvania  State  University  in 
1965,  and  received  her  masters  of  education  and 
doctorate  of  education  degrees  from  Lehigh 
University.  She  served  on  the  board  of  Vol- 
unteers of  America. 


During  this  year’s  commencement  ceremony, 
Dr.  Wonsiewicz’s  husband  of  13  years,  Dr. 
Ludwig  Schlect  of  the  philosophy  department, 
accepted  the  Paul  C.  Empie  Memorial  Award 
that  was  awarded  to  his  wife  posthumously.  It 
was  a very  emotional  presentation,  as  faculty  and 
students  alike  rose  from  their  seats  to  applaud 
and  as  President  Taylor  hugged  Dr.  Schlect  to 
express  his  sympathy.  As  Taylor  wrote  in  a 
memorandum  to  the  entire  Muhlenberg  com- 
munity, “Dr.  Ann  Wonsiewicz  will  be  remem- 
bered by  her  students  and  all  of  us  as  a caring 
and  supportive  professor.  She  was  a highly  re- 
spected and  loved  member  of  the  faculty  and 
will  be  deeply  missed.’’

Inauguration 


On  Sunday,  October  25,  1992,  the 
Muhlenberg  community  welcomed 
Arthur  R.  Taylor  as  its  10th  Pres- 
ident. The  Inauguration  ceremony 
took  place  at  2:30  pm  and  was 
attended  by  nearly  2,000  students, 
faculty  members,  administrators, 
alumni,  and  special  guests.  The 
ceremony  was  part  of  an  entire 
weekend  of  festivities  including  a 
barn  dance  and  fireworks.  Taylor, 
57,  before  he  joined  us  here  at 
Muhlenberg,  was  Dean  of 
Fordham  Business  School  and  Pres- 
ident of  CBS,  Inc.  In  his  inaugural 
address,  President  Taylor  spoke 
with  honesty,  sincerity  and  emo- 
tion: “Muhlenberg  for  me  was  love 
at  first  sight.... I love  this  college 
because  of  the  way  it  feels.” 

Among  the  speakers  were:  Wayne 
R.  Keck,  Chairman  of  Board  of 
Trustees;  Mike  Doyle,  President  of 


the  Student  Body;  Dr.  Nelvin  Vos, 
Vice  President  and  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege; Marilyn  M.  Maries,  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association;  and  several 
others.  Each  offered  words  of  advice 
and  support  to  Taylor  and  welcomed 
him  to  his  new  home. 

It  was  also  a special  day  for  the  man 
who  Taylor  describes  as  an  American 
icon,  Dr.  W.  Edwards  Deming,  92. 
He  received  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Humanities  degree  in  recognition  of 
his  dedication  to  fostering  the  prin- 
ciples of  “total  quality  management” 
in  business  over  the  past  50  years. 

Wayne  R.  Keck,  Chairman  of  the 
College’s  board  of  trustees  and  a 1944 
graduate  of  Muhlenberg,  made  a sur- 
prise announcement  to  the  audience.

Muhlenberg  Plan-In 


On  February  3,  1993,  the  Muh- 
lenberg community  participated  in 
a Plan-In  in  which  students  and 
members  of  the  faculty  voiced  their 
opinions  in  hopes  of  improving  the 
College.  One-hour  sessions  on  32 
different  topics  were  held  at  three 
different  times  throughout  the  day. 
Each  session  had  a group  leader 
who  threw  questions  out  to  the 
participants  and  made  sure  that 
each  specific  suggestion  was  heard 
correctly.  A recorder  was  also  pres- 
ent taking  down  each  and  every 
suggestion  regardless  of  how  gen- 
eral, specific,  or  drastic  the  sug- 
gestion was.  Every  session  also  had 
a resource  person  present  who  was 
knowledgeable  on  the  subject  of 
the  session. 

The  event  received  lots  of  outside 


attention.  It  was  looked  upon  as 
possibly  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  While  other  colleges  hold 
extensive  planning  sessions,  they 
only  involve  select  groups  of  stu- 
dents and  administrators.  Gary 
Young,  president  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Association  of  Colleges  and 
Universities,  held  that  Muhlen- 
berg’s planning  session  “must  be 
one  of  the  most  comprehensive  and 
pervasive  in  the  country.’’

World  Events 


This  year  was  certainly  filled  with 
memorable  events.  Covering  the 
front  pages  of  every  newspaper  and 
on  every  television  screen  was  the 
1992  election.  Selling  their  vision 
for  the  next  four  years,  President 
Bush  and  Vice  President  Dan 
Quayle  battled  for  re-election.  In 
May,  the  Perot  factor  was  intro- 
duced to  the  campaign.  With  a 
personal  fortune  and  no  spending 
limits  to  worry  about,  Perot  greatly 
affected  the  presidential  race  even 
though  he  never  left  third  place. 
Yet,  on  election  day,  it  was  Ar- 
kansas Governor  Bill  Clinton  and 
his  running  mate  Senator  A1  Gore 
who  came  out  the  winners. 

This  year  also  gave  us  the  Summer 
Olympics.  An  era  of  amateurism 
passed  into  an  age  of  profession- 
alism, and  the  Olympics  were 
transformed  forever,  when  profes- 
sional athletes  were  allowed  to 
compete  in  the  Summer  Olympics 
in  Barcelona,  Spain. 

Also  this  year,  Hurricane  Andrew 
struck  southern  Florida  on  August 
24,  1992,  with  winds  and  tidal 
surges  that  flattened  many  homes, 
uprooted  trees,  and  wrecked  an  en- 
tire Air  Force  Base.  The  hurricane’s 
54-hour  rampage  caused  an  esti- 
mated $20  billion  in  Florida,  $1.5 
billion  in  Louisianna  and  $250 
million  in  the  Bahamas. 

This  year  the  world  woke  up  to  one 
of  the  worst  famines  in  history. 
Thousands  have  perished  in  So- 
malia where  harvests  were  disrupt- 
ed because  of  clans  fighting  for 
supremacy  after  Siad  Barre’s  oust- 
er. This  year  also  found  Haitians 
fleeing  their  homeland  seeking  asy- 
lum in  the  United  States.  The 
break-up  of  Y ugoslavia  has  result- 
ed in  feuding  republics  destroying 


the  territory.  Inhabitants  of  the  ter- 
ritory are  confronted  daily  by  the 
shelling,  sniper  fire,  and  death  of  a 
war  that  has  left  thousands  dead 
and  has  sent  more  than  a million 
fleeing. 

This  year  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays 
took  baseball’s  championship  out- 
side the  United  States  for  the  first 
time  ever,  beating  the  Atlanta 
Braves  4-3  in  1 1 innings  in  Game

Four  hundred  and  one  students  re- 
ceived their  diplomas  during  Muh- 
lenberg’s 145th  Commencement 
ceremony  on  Sunday,  May  23.  The 
academic  procession  was  led  by  Dr. 
John  Weston,  professor  and  head 
of  the  biology  department,  who  has 
served  as  College  Marshall  for  a 
number  of  years,  this  year  being  his 
last  — he  retires  from  Muhlenberg 
this  summer  after  25  years  of  ser- 
vice. Senior  Anne  Lewis  acted  as 
Banner  Bearer. 

College  Chaplain  Thomas  Chittick 
performed  the  Invocation  at  the 
beginning  of  the  ceremony.  Dr. 
Weston  followed  by  introducing 
President  Taylor.  During  his  rec- 
ognition of  the  graduating  class, 
Taylor  called  forward  Cheryl  Mo- 
ritz, a mathematics  major  who 
graduated  with  the  highest  grade 
point  average  in  the  class.  Moritz 
achieved  a cumulative  GPA  of  over 
3.9  on  a 4.0  scale.  During  the 
recognition  of  the  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrative staff,  Taylor  acknowl- 
edged those  who  had  served  the 
college  for  more  than  25  years.  In 
addition,  the  faculty  recipients  of 
the  annual  Paul  C.  Empie  Me- 
morial Award  and  the  Christian  R. 
and  Mary  F.  Lindback  Awards 
were  announced.  The  Paul  C.  Em- 
pie Memorial  Award  was  awarded 
posthumously  to  Dr.  Ann  Won- 
siewicz;  it  was  accepted  on  her  be- 
half by  her  husband  Dr.  Ludwig 
Schlect  of  the  philosophy  depart- 
ment. Dr.  John  Meyer,  professor 
and  head  of  the  mathematics  de- 
partment, and  Dr.  Kathryn  Wix- 
on,  professor  of  the  foreign  lan- 
guages department,  received  the 
Christian  R.  and  Mary  F.  Lindback 
Awards. 

Following  the  announcement  of 
these  awards,  the  air  was  filled  with 
tension.  Next  on  the  agenda:  the 
senior  speaker’s  address,  “For  the 


Class  of  ’93,”  by  J.  Christopher 
Bernat.  It  was  the  culmination  of  a 
controversial  few  weeks  in  which  a 
group  of  students  spoke  out  against 
Bernat ’s  receiving  the  honor  of 
speaking  for  the  class,  objecting  not 
because  of  his  character  or  topic  of 
his  speech,  but  because  of  actions 
of  three  years  ago  involving  a fellow 
student  which  resulted  in  Bernat’s 
suspension  from  Muhlenberg  for 
one  year.  After  reading  a prepared 
statement  written  by  the  objecting 
students,  Taylor  expressed  his  sor- 
row at  the  controversy,  but  an- 
nounced that  “Bernat  has  a first 
amendment  right  to  speak.”  At 
any  rate,  when  Bernat  came  for- 
ward to  speak,  about  100  people 
— including  graduates,  faculty, 
and  members  of  the  audience 
(mostly  students)  — left  their  seats 
and  walked  to  the  sides  where  they 
held  hands  for  the  duration  of  his 
speech.  Many  of  those  standing 
and  some  still  seated  wore  purple 
ribbons  in  recognition  of  the  rights 
of  victims.  After  a silence,  Bernat 
began  by  saying,  “Well,  this  is 
really  tense.”  His  speech  then  fo- 
cused on  ethics  and  the  ethical  ap- 
plication of  knowledge.  He  ended 
his  speech  by  challenging  the  pro- 
testers to  examine  “the  moral  im- 
plications” behind  their  own  ac- 
tions and  speech.  He  received  a 
standing  ovation  from  the  other 
members  of  the  class. 

After  the  conclusion  of  Bernat’s  ad- 
dress, Taylor  conferred  three  hon- 
orary degrees:  Doctor  of  Human- 
ities degrees  to  Walker  Dillard 
Kirby,  a long-time  volunteer  and 
board  member  of  The  Seeing  Eye, 
and  Matthew  Naythons,  a 1968 
graduate  of  Muhlenberg,  physician 
and  nationally  known 
photojournalist,  and  a Doctor  of 
Letters  degree  to  Barbara  Chase- 
Riboud,  an  internationally  known 


writer,  poet  and  artist. 

Following  the  conferring  of  the 
honorary  degrees,  Taylor  intro- 
duced the  commencement  speaker, 
James  O’Dea,  Director  of  the 
Washington  office  of  Amnesty  In- 
ternational USA.  Originally,  John 
G.  Healy,  Amnesty  International 
USA’s  executive  director,  was 
scheduled  to  deliver  the  com- 
mencement address,  but  he  was 
unable  to  attend  the  ceremony  due 
to  an  extended  mission  in  Hun- 
gary.
